This rip-rap wall will ba 
backed with dredslngs from the basin to 
serve as a retaining wall to hold the 
material which will later be excavated 
with pump dredgers. from the basin and 
deposited on the mud ftats for the re-

"It seems an approprla'.e time to ex- 
press, very briefly, some reasons why, on 
a previous occasion, I voted In favor of 
the township unit for local option pur- 
poses, and why I shall vote for that unit 
now. It Is because I believe that town- 
ship option Js more nearly local option 
than county option, especially In, this 
state, where "wido distances 'separate 
the extremes of a county. I believe that 
township option Is local option or com- 
munity . option, that county option, for 
the mere remote districts, at least, IB 
practically prohibition. 
"I am not a prohibitionist and cannot 
say, that, except ns a lesser of two- evils, 
I 
would 
commend total 
abstinence, 
which, as has been said, (is like all ascet- 
Ical conclusions—unfriendly to the most 
generous, cheerful and human parts of a 
man. 


EVIL, OF OVER-INDULGENCE. 


•'it Is true that the evil of over-indul- 
gence makes one willing1 to adopt most 
liny method of remedy, but that fact 
does not make It any the less true that 
temperance Is a greater virtue than 'total 
febsiinenc*. 
"I arn inclined to think, from some 
things that have come to my notice here, 
that some, at least, of tho proponents oE 
county option are really prohibitionists 
and would not be vexed If their plan 
would, to some extent, involve prohibi- 
tion. 


*'I believe, however, with the utmost

"I believe that the political manifesta- 
tions of the liquor Interests are vexations 
and detrimental to the last degree.

sion of the legislature. Among the pro- 
ponents of the bill were I. Harrison Clay 
and Fred Le BalUster of Oakland, both of 
whom have been indefatigable in the 
work of establishing an association of 
insurance men in this state. 
. Clay and Le Ballister spoke in favor 
of the bill, declaring that whatever op- 
pos'.tion- had been aroused against the 
measure was the work, of diligent repre- 
sentatives of the great Insurance com- 
panies.

Insurance' committee protests 
against the passage of the bill. 
Clay admitted that some objection had 
been made to allowing insurance com- 
panies to appoint only one agent in each 
city, but he 'stated, at the same time, 
that that - agent could appoint brokers. 
He said further, however, that with re- 
spect, to the rectulremen t of but one 
agent in a town, he was willing to elim- 
inate from the working of that clause 
all cities having a population of 140,000 
or more. 
This would cut out Oakland, 
San Francisco and Los Angeles. 
Opposition to the bill was voiced by 
Harry F. Gordon of Oakland, "W. J. But- 
ton and C. A. Henry of San Francisco 
and Assemblyman Smith of Oakland., 
Action on the measure^was deferred.

Every effort will be made to 
determine whether the men know any- 
thing about the hold-up, which resulted 
in the death of a porter and the taking- 
of $1400 cash and $1600 in Jewelry from 
the passengers of the train. 
O'Hara is the son of" well-to-do par- 
ents of Palms and Clore's father is a 
farmer. 


The arrest of Clore was made upon a 
telegraph request from the sheriff at 
Salt Lake City.

do with determining whether a certain 
newspaper, published for several years 
in a, district adjoining Los Angeles, was 
a paper of general circulation of that 
pity after the district had bpfln nnnexocl. 
There was no question of Its !being a 
paper of general circulation for one year 
in the district, but as annexation Wd 
taken place within a year, the appellate 
court decided that it was not a paper 
with legal standing- in the greater city. 
The case is considered exactly--'analo- 
gous. W. C. Miller of the SanVPedro 
Dally-News was -the appellant, in the 
case, and was represented by Senator 
John D. Works. The case had been be- 
fore Judg-e Willis, who had held, in con- 
formity 
with the 
opinion Informally 
given by City-Attorney Woolner of Oak- 
land, that the Daily News, having been 
a paper of general circulation and un- 
questioned standing in the territory an- 
nexed for the necessary legal period, 
that character of being a nape'r of gen- 
eral circulation remained with it when 
the territory was incorporated In the' 
larger L-Ity, and it then became a paper 
of general circulation in the city proper. 


JUDGMENT REVRSED. 


The case was taken to the appellate 
court to determine finally the status of & 
paper or other legal instrument as at- j 
fected by annexation. Senator "Works 
again appeared for the appellant. The 
case was submitted in lengthy briefs. 
Judge Willis' judgment was r>versed. 


The decision was handed down De- 
cember 15, and was written by Justice 
J. Shaw, and concurred in by Justice 
P. J. Allen and J. James. It makes a 
lengthy .examination of court decisiom/ 
analagous to this one, and finally.makes 
clear the position of the court in- Cali- 
fornia in the following words, whicrl 
!ire held to apply as well to legal resi- 
dence in a city as to being a newspaper 
ol the city: 


"Its character as a newspaper of the 
city must not-only exist at the time it is 
used • for official public advertising, but 
that character must have been attached 
to it for an antecedent period of at least 
ono year." 


Converting this into a legal opinion 


concerning- the eligibility of candidates 
from the annexed district, the .decision, 
if parallel, would read: 


"The character of a person as a quali- 
fied, elector of the city must not only 
exist at t:he -time used for eligibility to 
the office of mayor, auditor or commis- 
sioner, but that character must have 
been attached to'him for an antecedent 
period (according to the new charter) 
of at least four years." 
_ 


PART OF. THE 
CHARTER. 


When the two sections in the liow 
charter were framed, .the decision had; 
not been banded down, and it was pre- 
sumed that .ythey would not disqualify 
residents of the annexed district. 
The- 


provisions have now, however, become 
part and parcel of the organic law of 
the city ana of the organic act' of the 
State of California. 
They were voted 
upon favorably by the people of the an- 
nexed district themselves, and the char- 
ter will have to be amended, if tAere 
is to be any remedy for the new terri- 
tory aspirants for office, providing the 
appellate court decision applies. Amend- 
ment of the charter would require 
a 


lengthy campaign and much delay. What 
course will be taken is a. question for 
the candidates and the city officials. 


The trouble will be considered most 
unfortunate by Mayor Frank K. 'jVTott, 
as assurance of representation was given 
the people of the annexed district by-,the 
city administration. The difficulty is in 
no way to be laid at his door, however, 
as the charter was framed by the free- 
holders before the damaging decision of 
tile court was rend.ered. 
So far as is 
known to attorneys or Qakland, It is 
the only California decision that applies 
to the difficulty In Oakland.

It can no longer be said that Taft is a good man deceived and 


It has all along been our opinion 
that Ballinger was a much-abused man; that his intentions were' 
entirely honest and patriotic and that he sincerely desired to pro- 
mote a rational policy of conservation that would permit the natural 
resources of the west to be utilized but not monopolized. We have 
never seen any evidence worthy of credence .going to show that he 
was trying to aid the fraudulent coal land claimants in Alaska. It 
must be conceded that President Taft-holds to the same view un- 
less it be concluded that the chief executive of the nation is a liar 
and in league with grafters—which of course, is preposterous. 


But however unjust and unmerited the attacks on 'Ballinger 


were they destroyed his usefulness as a cabinet officer and greatly 
embarrassed the President. Hence his retention of the interior 
portfolio distinctly interfered with the orderly dispatch of the pub- 
lic business; not because Ballinger was guilty or incompetent, but 
.because a vast number of sincere, upright citizens^throughout the 
country had come to look upon him as something like a burglar in 
the President's house—a miscreant watching an opportunity to 
make off with the silver. It was unfortunate for Ballinger that such 
an impression should have prevailed, but it prevailed nevertheless; 
and so long as it did prevail his presence in the cabinet was regarded 
as a reproach to the President and a threat against an honest admin- 
istration of the affairs of the Interior Department. Ballinger's resig- 
nation is therefore beneficial to the public service and a shameful 
victory for his enemies. But political history is full of parallels to 
BalHnger's experience. President Grant was charged with being a 
vulgar thief, Garfield with selling his official influence and Groyer 
Cleveland with amassing millions by corrupt deals in government 
bonds. 


"There is no revolution in Mexico," says the San Francisco 


Chronicle. But there is a great deal of revolutionary -sentiment in 
Mexico. While the insurrection in the northern tier of states is a 
petty affair it has continued unchecked for months. The dispatch 
of a large force of American troops to the border is proof that our 
government regards the situation -in Mexico as serious. We do not 
apprehend that the United States will interfere in the struggle now 
going on in the sister republic and it is evident that our govern- 
ment is determined to prevent United States territory being used 
as strategic points for attacks on the legitimate government in 
Mexico. Bands of filibusters will no longer be allowed to invade 
Mexico from our side of the line, nor instirrectos be longer permit- 
ted to elude pursuit by flying across the border, only to return and 
renew hostilities at the very first opportunity. However, the dis- 
patch of more American troops to the border discloses a fear on the 
part of the Washington authorities that a convulsion is immirient 
in Mexico.

A Cause for Public Gratification.

that empire, Thej- show that the growth 
of population is fully maintained. 
The 


increase in the last five years was more 
than four and a quarter millions,' or al- 
most exactly 7 per cent. 
That is a 


creditable 
rate 
of increase, and it Is 


probably not surpassed Jjy. that of any 
other 
European 
country: 
Obviously, 


Germany is assured of the second place 
in population in Europe by a margin so 
broad that no competitor can hope • to 
overcome it. 


It is worthy of notice, also, that the 


largest gain of German population, both 
actually and relatively, was in the King- 
dom of Prussia. The increase there was 
considerably more than two and ^.three- 
quarters millions, or more than 7.7 per 
cent. 
Prussia thus now contains more 


than 61.S per cent of tne entire popula- 
tion of the empire, and is steadily in- 
creasing that percentage. 
Her political 


and economical preponderance over all 
the rest of the empire is therefore ap- 
parently assured. 


For this gaining- of Prussia over the 


rest of Germany there are obvious and 
quite natural reasons. 
But the circum- 


stance will give a' certain stimulus to 
the particularlst spirit which largely pre- 
vails in the other states^and with which 
there is much sympathy In .Prussia it- 
self. 
It will be held that this assured 


prepondei-ance 
of the 
great northern 


kingdom does away with any excuse for 
artificially aggrandizing It at the expense 
of the other states, and, that thus Alsace- 


Tjorraine ought to be permitted to be- 
come an independent state and. not be 
practically annexed to Prussia or kept 
under Prussian suzerainty.

Enthusiastic over the- condition of 


affairs existing in the canai zone un- 
der the administration of Uncle Sam, 
Coroner Charies L. Tisdale returned 
:o Oakland last night after a pleasure 
:rip of thirty-two days, the itinerarytiof 
whioh included the 
Mardi Gras in 
w Orleans and all the points of In- 
:erest along the route 
of the great 
Panama canal, now nearing comple- 
.ion. 
"While away he traveled a total 


of 9200. miles, covering each stage 
of the journey on scheduled, time and 
eturning to his home without a mis- 
hap 
oE any description, considered 
son^ewhat unusual on account of the 
great distance traveled and the haz- 
ards of a number of side trips taken 
during that time. 
That the canal zone is far from be-. 
ing the pestilent territory that it has 
usually been described, but to the con- 
trary is kept in the highest state, of 
cleanliness, to the. extreme of precau- 
tion,-was a fact of which he was im- 
pressed. 
"The city of Panama is the cleanest, 
town in the world, I firmly believe," 
he said this morning, "so clean, 
in 
fact, tha,t one could almost eat from 
the pavement without having his ap- 
petite'affected. 
This is owing to the 


fact that the United States govern- 
ment has secured the right'to attend 
to all sanitation. The streets are all 
paved with vitrified brick ana are 
well lighted and cared for; the water- 
works is controled by the governme nt, 
which has fixed the rates for the next, 
fifty years." It is of the purest, obtain- 
able, coming from reservoirs high in 
the mountains from which it 5s piped 
to the ctty and distributed. Nowhere 
on the streets can be found pools.of 
stagnant water and the"streets simply, 
shine. 
During - the 
time I traveled 
about I never once saw a mosquito nor 
a fly of any description. The city con-. 
tains about 35,000 inhabitants." 
Through 
letters 
of introduction 
handed him by Congressman Joseph 
R. Knowland, Coroner Tisdale was en- 
abled to meet the most important offi- 
cials 
in 
charge 
of the work and 


through them was given an exception- 
al opportunity for observation. In this 
manner he met Colonel Gorgas, head 
of the United States medical depart- 
ment, 
and "Colonel 
Mason, super- 
intendent of the Ancon hospital. 
He 
also called upon Secretary Bishop of 
the canal commission and through the 
courtesy of the latter was enabled to 
take a trip through the famous Cule- 
bra cut in a motor car.
